At our firſt Engaging in this Indertaking, We had particular Conſidera- 
tion and Regard for Scotland, and therefore We Emitted a Declaration for 
that, as well as this Kingdom, which We intend to make good and effectual 
to you, and you ſhall always find Us ready to Protect you, and Aſſiſt you in 
making ſuch Laws as may ſecure your Religion, Liberties, and Properties, 
and prevent or redreſs what ever may be juſtly grievous to you, 

We hall never believe, that the true Intereſt of the People and the Crown 

can be oppoſite ; and ſhall always account that Our greateſt Prerogative, to 

Enact ſuch Laws as may promote Truth, Peace, and Wealth in Our King- 
doms. ; ; : 

At your Deſire, We have Reſolved toturn you ( who are the full Repre- 
ſentatives of the Nation) into a Parliament; But, becauſe the Inſtructions to 
Our Commiſſioner, and other things Neceſfary, cannot be expected before the 
Twenty one Inſtant, to which you are Adjourned z Therefore, We do Au- 
thorize you to Adjourn your Selves to the Fifth day of June Next, againſt 
which time you are to Require all your Members to be Preſent 3 That then 
you may Proceed with Unity, and Alacritie, to Diſpatch what Affairs do 
moſt Conduce to the Right Settlement of that Nation. And as We do aſſure 

ou, on Our Part, that We will not put the Advantages the Crown may 
ton] in the Ballance, with the True Intereſt of the Kingdom? So We do 
expect on yours, that ( all Animoſities, and Private Intereits being laid 
aſide ) you will Cheerfully Concur with Us, in ſettling the welfare of the 
Kingdom, by ſuch Laws as may procure your own Happineſs, and eſtabliſh 
the Publick Good. And ſo We bid you Heartily Farewell. |
